Phony 14—D's IN Wholesale Quantities. 

(from an article in Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine) 
This sumer on advertisement was submitted to NSM in 
which the sole offering was "altered date 1914—D 
cents" at $1.00 cach, The party that submitted the 
advertisement had a letter from the General Counsel, 4% 
Treasury Department, Washington D.C. that said it was 
illegal to mutilate U.S. coins but in their opinion 
it was not illegal to alter a date of a coin for the 
purpose of filling a coin collection nor was it ille- 
gal to sell such a coin, The Department considers 
this practive undesirable and seeks to discourage the 
practice whenever possible, The Scrapbook declined 
to accept the advertisement and, as far as they know, 
their contemporary periodicals have done the same, 
Since there is no way to prevent this unethical 
alteration of scarce dates the only way to combat the 5 
practice is to publicize the differences between 
genuine 14—D's and those manufactured by altering 
a 44—-D,

~ the pages of the Bulletin of what was going on in the num- 
ismatic world, especially here in San Diego, Of course, 
too we have had some fine officers at the head of our societ 
‘during the last ten years and their hard work has resulted 
in our society growing from 47 paid up members at the time 
the first Bulletin was published, to 182 members at this 

© time, 


Let me quote the late Gene Johnston, secretary of our 
society in 1948, in the first issue of the Bulletin: 
"Good work, members and guests, We had 38 at our last 


meeting; now let's have 50 at our next, please." 


At our last meeting, January 13, 1958, we had 89 pre- 
sent and at several meetings this past year we had 
100 or more. 


Since it was under his tenure of office that the Bull- 
etin had its beginning lets hear what Leonel C, Panosh, 
our president from 1948 to 1950 has to say about the 
past ten years.

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When you asked me for an item for the Bulletin on the 
occasion of its 10th anniversary I said "yes'as a 
matter of course. But, when I started to write I 
stopped to think, TEN years, That doesn't seem so 
long - when you say it fast, but just stop a moment 
and try to recall all that has happened in the ten 
years since 1947, 


Some of our juniors will have difficulty going back

Our first number was March, 1948, The idea in the 
beginning was to simply put out a small monthly sheet 
giving meeting announcements, reports of previous meeting: 
etc. But we immediately got away from this. The editor 
being a rather feather-headed individual, the Bulletin 
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almost at once assumed a flippant tone, and became about 
as serious and dignified as a comic sheet, We started 
stories and anecdotes about the members (some of them 4% 
true, too - altho we did not let the truth handicap 

us too much); and as the members seemed to like such 
awful stuff, we never got the reprimand we deserved, 

As a numismatic paper we fell flat on our face, but 

any rate, people like our drivel. In our first number 

we asked for information and articles to print; we 4 
didn't get as much through the years as we had hoped - 

so this might be a good place to appeal to you all to 
help the present editor, Paul Hamm, in this way. He 
won't know what's happening unless you tell him. 


Incidently Paul has been doing a swell job with this “ 
Bulletin since he took it over, Your original editor 
carried on for about eight years, and then quite a 

bit of physical trouble forced him to quit. But he 

never lost interest in it, and is of the firm opin- 

ion that something of this sort is good for any 
organization, x

number afterwards was reprinted in the "Numismatist," 

so we don't suppose it was as bad as we thought, A 

sad thing about re-reading our first number is the

The present editor would like to thank Tom for them 
kind words, however we are all looking forward to the 
time when Tom will take over the Bulletin again so that 
we can again have a GOOD Bulletin like we were used to 
for so many years. 


Since we are looking back on the earlier days of our 
club, perhaps it would be the time to get a few words 
from Dr. Ray Wilson, one of our most active collectors 
and one who has added much to the enjoyment of our 
hobby by his many talks, exhibits and the many hours he 
has given in carrying out the duties of the offices he 
has held. Dr, Wilson was the president of the society 
in 1946 and 1947 so lets see what was going on the two 


years before the Bulletin made its appearance. 
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During the years 1946 and 1947, Dr, Ray H. Wilson was 

the president of the San Diego Numismatic Society, The 
membership during these years was probably around 75 
with many inactive, The average attendance was between 
21 and 22, One of the problems confronting the members 
during these years was the lack of a suitable meeting 
place. Dr. Wallace very kindly lent his office as a 
meeting place for half of 1946. The latter half of this 
year and all of 1947, meetings were held in the Onecia 
Club in the North Park district, It was a very suitable 
place, but was out of the way for many and not very 
accessible by street car, On looking over the membership 
lists one sees many familiar names among the members, - 
Wallace, Panosh, Knickerbocker, Boltz, Johnston, Wilson, 
Beck, Buell, Ward, Vigneault, Hamm and many others, Dur- 
ing 1946 and 1947 Mr, Panosh was secretary, Mr. Hamm was 
elected treasurer for 1946 but later was forced to resign

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owing to illness in the family,

Fifteen questions, ten dealing with U.S, coins and 

five on general numismatic facts were read at our 
February meeting and a prize given to the one answer- 
ing the most correctly, Jerry Beavers was the winner, 
only missing two. This ie the second time Jerry has 
shown up the rest of us with his knowledge of coins, 
The last time he tied for first place with Joe Garside. 


There was a great deal of interest shown by everyone 
and two of the questions even started arguments as 

to the correct answer, I'm happy to report, however 
there was no bloodshed, I understand Lew Panosh has 
asked the Hermit of Skunk Hollow to choose his weapons, 
tho, as he feels he was the victim of a skunky trick, 


It seems Lew was trusting enough to let the Hermit 
grade his paper. One of the questions was "What is 
the first dated coins?" It gave a choice of three 
answers - Hadrian, 117 A,D.; Austrian Crown, 1486 
or the Spanish Dollar, 1648. 


When the answer was given as the Austrian Crown the 
Hermit got up and took exception, informing all and 
sundry that Hadrian dated his coins, so Hadrian's 
coins should be the correct answer. 


Now Lew had filled in the answer as Hadrian, yet the 
Hermit had marked it wrong! Now Lew wants to know 
whether to believe Tom when he stands up and talks, or 
when he sits and writes, 


Altho Tom Ward has forgotten more about Roman coins 
than we will ever know, we are going to stick to our 
answer in this case. To say anything is "dated," 

it is generally accepted that it is the number of the 
year of the Christian era, i.e, the calendar year. 


Tom, of course, was right in as much as Hadrian dated 

his coins, However he marked them with the year of 
consulship, or the regal year. A coin with ""A,R, Xv" f 
would mean the fifteenth year of the monarch's reign, 

but would not mean the year Fifteen, 


Many ancient coins were marked with the year of Con- 
sulship, the Chinese even before the early Greeks and 
Roman, And too, the Mohammdan and the Jewish people iF 
both use a calendar entirely different from ours and 
sometimes a date will appear on their coins that 

does not correspond with our system of dating, 


If Tom or any of the members would like to state why 
they believe this answer or the answer to any of the 
questions is wrong, we will be more than glad to 
print their reasons if they will just hand or send 
them to me, 


You might prove us wrong, which of course would be 
nothing unusual, but we might all learn something - 
from your point of view. So lets have them. 


There were so many who asked for a list of the ques- 
tions and answers that we will print a list of them 
in the Bulletin, We had only one copy of them so we

Know your subject, have your coins, present them 
in a story, make your exhibit neat and orderly, avoid 
handwritten labels unless they are exceptionally neat, 
typed labels are not easily read unless they are 
backed up with back-ground color, material clipped 
from a coin book is not worth the effort and be orig- 
inal,

tions to tell the story of our exhibit,
